GENERAL ATTITUDE TO 
THE POOR

y HE pro to bring the Meath Hos- 
T pital into a scheme of amalgamation, 
which would provide one hospital for 
the south side of blin, was opposed by 
Mrs M. Cosgrave (Chairman of the Board of 
Governors), at the annual meeting of the 
Governors of the hospital yesterday. 
The Lord Mayor presided at the meeting. 
The Joint Committee, in their report for 
the year ended dlst December last, stated 
that every department of the hospital had 
been maintained in efficient order, and the 
amount of work done, both fer intern and 
extern patients, constituted a record in the 
of the hospi eine: 


The“@verage daily number of beds occupied 
Was 131.07. The Fiona number of days 
spent by each patient in hospital was 24.63. 
The cost of each occupied bed was 9s. 113d. 
per day, or £3 9s. 10d. per week. Out of the 
total of 1,940 patients treated, 1,026 were 
free, and contributed nothing whatever 

their support. There were 5,281 
accident cases treated as out-patients, and 
the dispensary cases numbered 21,863. There 
was, therefore, a total of 29,084 persons who 
received medical or surgical treatment during 
the year. The total number of intern and 
extern bi me was 4,606, compared 
w 6,984 during 1934. 
review was £14,387 18s.3d.and the expendi- 
ture £23,869 7s. 9d., a deficit of £9,481 9s. 6d, 
com with the previous year’s income of 
£13,504 15s. 5d. and e diture of £18,311 
7s. 10d. This large deficit was due to the 
many improvements and. alterations carried 
out during the year. 

The balance in hand of the Linen Guild at 
the inning of the year was £1 2s. 4d., 
which, pes. Éin with subscriptions, dona- 
tions, bank interest and a sum of £250 voted 
by the Joint Committee to the Guild, made a 
total of £254 14s. 9d. The cost of materials 
purchased and bank charges. amounted to 
£196 8s. 2d., leaving a balance to carry for- 
ward of £58 6s. 7d. at the end of the year. 

During the past year 253 patients were sent 
from the hospital to the Convalescent Home, 
Bray, for periods of from two to four weeks. 


TREATMENT OF THE POOR 


Proposing the adoption of the report, Mrs. 
M. Cosgrave said that, as far as the Meath 
Hospi was concerned, the statement con- 
stantly made that the poor had no chance in 
Dublin hospitals did not apply. There was 
never an inquiry in that hospital whether 
a patient had means or not; the only inquiry 
was, what was the need? and if there was 
a bed vacant the patient was taken in. 

Speaking personally, she hoped that the 
Meath Hospital would stay out of the pro- 

amalgamation scheme. (Hear, hear.) 

e Meath Hospital had amply justified its 
individual existence, and she hoped that its 
long record of service never would be allowed 
to be forgotten, and that its identity never 
would be merged with other places. They 
were not going to merge it if she had any- 
thing to say to it. e citizens of Dublin 
would not, she thought, willingly acquiesce 
in a policy which would deprive them of their 
familiar refuge in times of trouble, and she 
hoped that they would stand by her in her 
———S to any amalgamation. 

. W. Boxwell seconded the motion, and 
it 


was passed. 

Mr. G. N. Jacobs, who proposed a vote of 
thanks to the medical, surgical and nursing 
staffs, said that he was glad to hear Mrs. 
tam speak as she had spoken about 
amaigamation. He thought that it would be

ospital with another hospital, and |

The Rev. A, W. B. Mack seconded the 
vote of thanks, and it was cordially passed. 

The Chairman congratulated the Board of 
Governors on their not being afraid to under- 
take increased expenditure for the benefit 
of the people of the country, who knew of 
the splendid record of the hospital. He

Dr. Gordon Holmes, (CMG, F.RS., @ 
former student of Trinity Coillte, Dublin, re 
turned to the College Medical School yesters 
day to deliver the sixth John Mallet Purser 
lecture. ; 

Taking as the title of his lecture, “ Looking 
and Seeing, Dr. Holmes dealt with move- 
ment and fixation of the eyes from a clinical- 
pathological aspect. The eye, he said, Im 
essentially a sphere, the posterior of which is 
sensitive to light. The retma is not uniform, 
and there was one special area—the “ yellow 
spot ’’—more sensitive than the rest ; we move 
our eyes about until the rays of light from the 
object we wish to see strrke that spot. The 
normal position of the eyes was directed 
forwards and slightly downwards. 

Dealing with fixation, Dr. Holmes said that 
durmg examination of patients who could not 
move their eyes at will it was sometimes 
found that when they were sitting quietly in 
a room their eyes would move about as rf they 
were quite normal. In some cases there was 
no apparent reason for this; in others # could 
be traced to an unexpected noise er an 

otional reaction. One moved one’s eyes 
towalds—an.object in exactly the same way 
as an arm is~moved, and the object is held 
by the eye in tha same way as something 1s 
grasped in the hand. ~~,

The Headmaster reported that at the Synod 
examination in Religious Knowledge 40 boys 
were presented, of whom 38 passed, obtainmg 
18 first, 11 second, and 4 third class prizes. 
It was decided to offer three free and six 
assisted scholarships for competition on June 
25rd. These scholarshrps entitle boys to 
education at the school until they obtain suit- 


able positions, and great advantage has been 


taken of them, past pupils having entered the 
Church, the legal and the medical professions ;
